WASHINGTON (AP) — 


President Einsenhower, con- 
tinuing his "excellent" re- 
covery from major surgery, 
Monday rejected an i n- 
formal Russian invitation 
to send the U.S. Joint Chiefs 
of Staff on a visit to the 
Soviet Union this month. 
It was the President's 


first announced policy de- 
cision on foreign-military 
affairs since he was rushed 
to Walter Reed Army Hos- 
pital last Friday for an 
emergency abdominal oper- 
ation. 


It came as somewhat of a sur- 


prise since there had been some 
indications lately that the White 
House would welcome such a oid

"The President's progress con- 


tinues to be satisfactory. His pulse, 
blood pressure, temperature and

Little Sedation 
'"He has slept a good portion of 
the day. He requires little seda- 
tion." 


The doctors said Eisenhower 


made two roundtrips from his bed 
to an easy chair and back again— 
for a total of 80 feet—and needed 
very little assistance in his walk- 
ing. 


During the morning he was per- 


mitted to have a 10-minute talk 
with his chief White House assis- 
tant, Sherman Adams. 


The two disposed of several 


problems arising from the Presi- 
dent's second major illness in nine 
months, but not the prime politi- 
cal question: Whether he will 
change his mind about seeking re- 
election. 


Told of Invitation 
Press' Secretary James C. Hag- 


erty told newsmen that the Pres- 
ident had been in the hospital 
only three hours Friday when he 
•was advised of the new Russian 
proposal, just received at the Pen- 
tagon. 


It was an informal sounding-out 


of what this government's reac- 
tion would be if Moscow should 
invite the three other members of 
the U. S. Joint Chiefs to accom- 
pany Air Force Gen. Nathan F. 
Twining to the Russian Aviation 
Day Observance June. 24. Twin- 
ing's trip already has been ap- 
proved. 


Monday Adams brought a pro- 


posed reply and Hagerty said Ei- 
senhower approved it. It has now 
been delivered to the ^Russians. 


Door Left Opea 


In the reply, the President left 


the door open for future visits 
to Russia by the other members 
of the Joint Chiefs if they should 
be invited. They are Adm. Arthur 
Radford, Chairman, Adm. Arleigh 
Burke, chief of naval operations, 
and Gen. Maxwell Taylor. Army 
chief of staff. 


But at the moment, the Rus- 


sians were told, it would be "im- 
practicable" to accept the group 
invitation, and it would be "not 
likely" in the future that more 
than two of the chiefs would ac- 
cept for any one trip. 


Further, any acceptance would 


be only on the understanding that 
the American military chiefs be 
permitted, as Hagerty p h r a s e d 
it, "maximum time outside of 
Moscow for visits to those activ- 
ities of special interest to their 
own services." 


A reporter interrupted Hagerty 


with a question: "The President 
made the final decision?" 


"He sure did," said Hagerty. 
The decision had some under- 


the-surface implications, although 
Hagerty would not comment on 
them. One was the suggestion 
that the White House is not wholly 
satisfied with the eight-day Rus- 
sian schedule arranged for Twin- 
ing.

Military Chiefs Fear 
U.S. Being Disarmed 


Korean Weapons Frozen By '53 


Armistice Growing Obsolete 


TOKYO (AP)—American military leaders in the Far 
East fear they are in effect being slowly disarmed in 
Korea. They say the weapons of the Allied forces—frozen 
by type under the 1953 armistice—are growing obsolete 
as military science and production sweep ahead. 


This fear may force the United 


Nations Command to ask for re- 
vision of the 
armistice 
agree- 


ment. 


When the armistice was signed 


July 27, 1953, everyone believed a 
Korean peace conference would 
follow in a few months. 


No one expected the armistice 


agreement would .have to last for 
three years—let alone indefinitely, 
as it has a good chance of doing 
now, following the failure of every 
attempt to arrange a peace con- 
ference. 


The armistice provided only for 


replacing worn or broken weap- 
ons. The long-range problem of 
obsolescence was not tackled. 


Buildup 


Today the problem is realized 


only too well on the U. N. side. 
Allied officers cite unending re- 
ports of a Red weapons buildup 
in North Korea, backed by the 
evidence of radar tracks, testi- 
mony of refugees, and what is con- 
sidered to be Communist sabotage 
of the inspection system.' 


To the best of belief, the Com- 


munists " have actually reduced 
their manpower, in Korea to a 
rough equality with the Allied 
forces there. But intelligence evi- 
dences indicates most of the with- 
drawn troops are'massed in Man- 
churia. Intelligence estimates of 
new Communist weapons power 
in North Korea includes the fol- 
lowing:

force of from 350 to 500 planes, 
including both Russian-built MIGS 
and IL-28 light bombers—where 
there was none before the armi- 
stice.

The situation is aggravated by

The Air Force's B26 is 
as dated as the nearly forgotten 
P47K the "Black Widow," and tbe 
honorably retired B29.

Chavez (D-NM), said 


Monday night his Military Ap- 
propriation subcommittee will halt 
the Army's Nike missile program 
f tests show the Talos, developed 
by the Air Force, is the better 
weapon. 


The chairman of the group which 


approves military spending made 
his statement after hearing the 
Army, Navy* and Air Force chiefs 
of staff in closed session. 


Chavez said the three service 


chiefs were asked to run tests as 
soon as possible to determine the 
merits of the Army's Nike anti- 
aircraft missile and the Air Force's 
counterpart, the- Talos which is 
still in experimental stage. 


He told newsmen: "It looks from 


the evidence at the hearings that 
the Talos is a better weapon than 
the Nike. The Nike is a good wea- 
pon, not obsolete whatsoever, and 
it can be of substantial use for 
defense. 


"Neverthless, if the tests indi- 


cate the Talos is the better wea- 
pon, as it looks now, then it ap- 
pears the committee will recom- 
mend that only that weapon be 
procured in the future." 


The Nike program has cost about 


800 million dollars up to now. The 
administration is asking several 
hundred million more dollars in 
the current defense budget for ex- 
pansion of the Nike program! 


Chavez indicated that his com- 


mittee decided to await the out- 
come of the tests before deciding on 
whether tbe additional funds should 
be allowed.

OMAHA W)—Investigation of a 


costly fire at the John W. Strang 
Corp., Inc., 
will 
continue this 


week, Fire Department chief in- 
vestigator Dan Mulcahey said. 


The s p e c t a c u l a r , explosion- 


marked fire at the firm's equip- 
ment and storage shed caused an 
estimated S300.000 damage. 


Capt. Mulcahey said examination 


so far had disclosed no definite 
cause. He ruled out arson The 
fire apparently started in the north- 
east corner of the structure near 
the shed. 


Four explosions from compressed 


air and gas tanks punctuated the 
fire, which destroyed equipment 
and the block-long shed. The firm 
supplies dehydration machinery for 
construction projects.

Swinbank, extension agronomist 


at the University of Nebraska, says 
the. second-year crop can provide 
two cuttings of hay; one cutting of 
hay and one cutting of seed or light 
pasture plus a hay crop. 


If two cuttings of hay are de- 


sired, first growth should be taken 
in the pre-bloom stage and at least 
by the time plants are 24 to 30 
inches tall, Swinbank says. 


An 8-to-10 inch stubble should be 


left. 


Better Second Crop 


Early cutting gives finer stems, 


more leafy hay 
and a better 


second crop, he says. 


The 
second 
crop 
may 
be 


harvested when the clover is in the 
bud stage or when first flowers 
appear. 


The same procedure may be 


followed for a hay and seed crop, 
except that second growth is al- 
lowed to mature for seed. 


For 


If 
pasture is desired, sweet 


clover may be grazed lightly after 
it has reached a. height of 12 to 18 
inches. It should be clipped al that 
time, leaving a stubble of 8 to 10 
inches. 


Second growth may be utilized 


for hay by wilting it at the bud 
or first bloom stage. 


Depends On Weather 


Time required for curing will de- 


pend on the weather, Swinbank 
says. To obtain well-cured sweet 
clover hay without spoilage or se- 
rious leaf loss, there must be more 
favorable curing conditions and 
careful handling than with other 
hay crops.

It was explained by the S t a t e 


ASC office in Lincoln that the new 
order by Benson will have the 
following effects in Nebraska: 


1. A farmer is entitled to soil 


bank payments if his farm com- 
plies with his corn base acreage 
or his wheat acreage allotment, 
but part of his crop is not harvest- 
ed because of natural 
causes. 


These will be based on t h e ap- 
praised yield for .the field or ;he 
normal yield for the farm, which- 
ever is smaller, but will not be less 
than $6 per acre. 


"Incorporate Into Soil" 


2. He will have until June 30 to 


plow up or otherwise "incorpo- 
rate into the land" part of his 
wheat crop in order to quality for 
soil bank payments. He will have 
until Aug. 1 to destroy corn. In 
either case he will be paid accord- 
ing to the appraised or normal 
yield, whichever is smaller, but 
in no case less than $6 per acre. 


3. If he underplanted his 1956 


winter wheat allotment because of 
adverse weather conditions, he can 
get $4 for each acre he reduced 
below his allotment. 


4. If he underplanted his corn 


base acreage because of p o o r 
weather or in anticipation of the 
soil bank, he will get 90 cents per 
bushel for his normal yield on that 
field. 


In any event, a farmer will not 


be able to put more than 50 acres 
or half his corn base or wheat al- 
lotment, whichever is larger, into 
the soil bank. The established min- 
imum which can go into the soil 
bank will be five acres or ten per 
cent of his allotment, whichever 
is larger.

2. He will have until June 30 to 
plow up or otherwise “ incorpo­ 
rate into the land” part of his 
wheat crop in order to quality for 
soil bank payments. He will have 
until Aug. 1 to destroy corn. In 
either case he will be paid accord­ 
ing to the appraised or normal 
: yield, whichever is smaller, but 
in no case less than $6 per acie. 
3. If he underplanted his 1956 
winter wheat allotment because of 
' adverse weather conditions, he can 
get $4 for each acre he reduced 
below his allotment. 
4. If he underplanted his corn 
base acreage because of 
p o o r 
weather or in anticipation of the 
soil bank, he will get 90 cents per 
bushel for his normal yield on that 
field. 
In any event, a farmer will not 
be able to put more than 50 acres 
I or half his corn base or wheat al­ 
lotment, whichever is larger, into j 
the soil bank. The established min­ 
imum which can go into the soil 
bank will be five acres or ten per 
cent of his allotment, whichever 
is larger.

Of Men And Things

Lightening tk* burdens of jjhe presidency, a 


man-crushing Job in recent year* and becoming 
more and more impossible with the fleeting 
months, is not the only consideration being given 
to Big, Government. Lost in the news at week's 
end was a proposal by the Women'* Repub- 
lican Club to lengthen the terms of the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives from 
two to four yean. That would be * break for 
the congressmen. 


The complaint Is that they no sooner are 


•worn in to take their places on Capitol Hill 
than they have to race back home to face an- 
other election. They could do a much better 
job, it is claimed, if a representative's term of 


office was four years instead 
of two. 
They would be less 


subject 
to pressures. They 


would be more familiar with 
the problems that confront 


them. They would have a measure of inde- 
pendence, of maturity and of experience im- 
' possible with each of the 435 members of the 
House coming up for re-elecbon every two years. 
But the proposal itself strikes directly at the 
safeguard which the founding fathers sought to 
create in fixing the terms of members of the 
House at two years while decreeing that the 
96 members of the Senate should hold office for 
six years. This was the compromise worked out 
in the Constitutional Convention to make the 
House of' Representatives truly responsive to 
popular sentiment with the Senate serving as 
a check by holding office for six years. Repre- 
sentation in the House was based on population 
while in the Senate each 'state was accorded 
two seats, or two votes, in order to protect-the 
smaller and the less populous states from abuse 
and injustice at the hands of the larger and 
more i populous commonwealths".

Democracy Has 


Its Needs 


Congress has done pretty well by itself. It 


tipped its pay substantially by $7,500 annually. 
It voted itself a lush pension system—to which 
the members of Congress contribute—but never- 
theless a cozy pension system. And it also ma- 
terially added to the prerogatives of the office— 
mileage, office help, and additional assistance of 
|T highly technical character. Offhand it would 
*eem that Congress has made the job of con- 
gressman most attractive financially. By and 
large, the people now filling the office are doing 
fairly well by themselves—in instances, much 
better than they would do In private enterprise. 


* 
Much of the burden of the presidency that is 


purely mechanical could be placed upon other 
shoulders. The signing of papers, the constant 
influx of visitors,' the daily demands upon the 
tune and energy of the man occupying the office 
can be lightened, but there is one thing about 


the presidency concerning 
which nothing can be done. 
That is the crushing respon- 
sibihty of decision. There 


" 
are not many days in the 


year when the President of the United States is 
not called upon to decide. Here recently Mr. 
Eisenhower vetoed a farm bilL It was passed by 
a Confress which thought the legislation was in 
the interest of the isstion's fanners. On top of 
that, Mr. Eisenhower found himself at outs with 
his Congress over the matter of funds for foreign 
aid. Forty-eight hours after the President wa* 
operated upon for an abdominal ailment, a 
major operation, Mr. Eisenhower met up with 
defeat when the House cut more than a billion 
dollar* off his aid bill and again the Chief Ex- 
ecutive faces a bruising fight in the Senate. In 
a true cense, there cannot be a great deal of 
Insfntng the burden of decision in the presi- 
dency i Neither" can we lengthen the term of a 
member of the House if one of the two branches 
of the legislative arm of government is to return 
to the 'people for a new commission of authority 
after a reasonable interlude has pawed.

The directive applied only to crop growers 


who complied with acreage restrictions and 
its promised relief will be considerably less 
than earnings that could have been expected 
from normal production. The lost crop, if plowed 
up before the deadlines, would be. eligible for a 
minimum of $4 an acre for wheat and $6 an 
acre for corn, more in some instances where 
appraisal justifies, but in no case greater than 
the average normal yield. 


Considering a state corn average of 30 bushels 


to the acre and a soil bank guarantee of 90 
cents a bushel the normal working of the soil 
bank program would return in the neighborhood 
of $27 for each set-aside acre. 


The greatly smaller 1956 allowance emphasizes 


the modification of the program to a temporary 
disaster relief program. 


A half a loaf is better than no bread, albeit 


Nebraskans best hope for something like a satis- 
factory crop year depends as much as ever on 
normal production. But one is struck by the 
ever growing tendency of the Benson regime to 
conduct a farm program of expedients at the 
expense of remedial principles of a constructive 
long range basis. 


Day Of Heli Hopping 


People who hold conventions are always en- 


thusiastic over the causes they represent. The 
helicopter people are the latest to qualify. They 
went so far as to settle on San Remo, Italy, for 
their recent international meeting. They chose 
the town because it is next to impossible to 
reach it by road in its mountain fastness. The 
delegates arrived in helicopters. 


This is encouraging news to cities everywhere 


whose remoteness or inaccessibility have rated 
them low on the convention list. They can throw 
up a few inore barriers and become ideal spots 
for the future's airborne generations—conven- 
tion bound. 


But probably the most stirring news from 


the San Remo meeting was reports of the rapid 
development of helicopter transportation. The 
day is not too far off when big city commuting 
and small town inter-community travel will be 
by heli-hopping—completing the final link of air 
travel, the convenient short haul. Perhaps it 
will be the best answer to the nation's ever- 
mounting problem of highway safety, and per- 
haps also a partial answer to the nation's ever 
growing problem of building bigger and better 
and costlier highways. 


A Question Of Who 


In this country's wistfulness for peace and 


good neighboring it is easy to read reform, in the 
denunciations of the late Dictator Stalin as put 
forth by Nikita Khrushchev. In his latest out- 
burst Khrushchev denounced his predecessor for 
execution of unguilty Communists and be de- 
plored the cruelty and ruthlessness with which 
anyone of the psrty was disposed of just because 
Stalin held him suspect or didn't want him 
around. 


But on closer examination there was little of 


the element of reform in the words of Khrush- 
chev. He did not disavow terrorism or any of 
the cruelties employed by Stalin. All he said 
was that Stalin used them on the wrong people. 
So when it is all added up the only distinction 
seems to be a difference of opinion between two 
professional liquidators on who should be liqui- 
dated. The general practice emerged unscathed. 
The world could have been more encouraged if 
the present Russian regime had made a public 
vow to give up terrorism in all its forms.

This question has not been prop-

Of Men And Things

Lightening the burdens of J he presidency , a 
man-crushing job in recent y ears and becoming 
more and more impossible with the fleeting 
months, is not the only consideration being giv en 
to Big Gov ernment. Lost in the news at week's 
end t^as a proposal by the Women’s Repub­ 
lican Club to lengthen the terms of the mem­ 
bers of the House of 
Representativ es from 
two to four y ears. 
That would be a break for 
the congressmen. 


The complaint is that they no sooner are 
« worn in to take their places on Capitol Hill 
than they have to race back home to face an­ 
other election. 
They could do a much better 
job, it is claimed, if a representative’s term of 
office was four years instead 
of two. 
They would be less 
subject 
to 
pressures. 
They 
would be more fam iliar with 
the 
problems 
that 
confront 
them. They would have a m easure of inde­ 
pendence, of m aturity and of experience im ­ 
possible with each of the 435 m em bers of the 
House coming up for re-election every two years. 
But the proposal itself strikes directly at the 
safeguard which the founding fathers sought to 
create in fixing the term s of m em bers of the 
House at two years while decreeing that the 
9 6 m em bers of the Senate should hold office for 
six years. This was the compromise worked out 
in the Constitutional Convention to make the 
House of Representatives truly responsive to 
popular sentiment with the Senate serving as 
a check by holding office for six years. Repre­ 
sentation in the House was based on population 
while in the Senate each state was accorded 
two seats, or two votes, in order to protect the 
sm aller and the less populous states from abuse 
and injustice at the hands of the larger and 
m o re. populous commonwealths. 


These Racing 
Years 


Congress has done pretty well by itself. It 
upped its pay substantially by $7,500 annually. 
It voted itself a lush pension system —to which 
the mem bers of Congress contribute—but never­ 
theless a cozy pension system. And it also m a­ 
terially added to the prerogatives of the office— 
m ileage, office help, and additional assistance of 
a highly technical character. Offhand it would 
seem that Congress has made the job of con­ 
gressm an most attractive financially. By and 
large, the people now filling the office are doing 
fairly well by them selves—in instances, much 
better than they would do in private enterprise. 


★ 
Much of the burden of the presidency that is 
purely mechanical could be placed upon other 
shoulders. The signing of papers, the constant 
influx of visitors, the daily dem ands upon the 
tim e and energy of the man occupying the office 
can be lightened, but there is one thing about 
the presidency concerning 
which nothing can be done. 
That is the crushing respon­ 
sibility of decision. There 
are not many days in the 
y ear when the President of the United States is 
not called upon to decide. Here recently Mr. 
Eisenijower vetoed a farm bill. It was passed by 
a Congress which thought the legislation was in 
the interest of the nation’s farm ers. On top of 
that, Mr. Eisenhower found himself at 
outs with 
his Congress over the m atter of funds for foreign 
aid. Forty-eight hours after the President 
was 
operated 
upon for an abdominal ailment, 
a 
m ajor operation, Mr. Eisenhower met up with 
defeat when the House cut more than a billion 
dollars off his aid bill and ag3in the Chief E x­ 
ecutiv e faces a bruising fight in the Senate. In 
a true sense, there cannot be a great deal of 
lessening the burden of decision in the presi­ 
dency] N either can we lengthen the term of

wheat and corn in event of hail, drought or 
other natural damage. 
The directive applied only to crop growers 
who complied with acreage restrictions 
and 
its promised relief will be considerably less 
than earnings that could have been expected 
from normal production. The lost crop, 
if plowed 
up before the deadlines, would be eligible for a 
minimum of $4 an acre for wheat and $6 an 
acre for corn, more in some instances where 
appraisal justifies, but in no case greater than 
the average norm al yield. 
Considering a state corn average of 30 bushels 
to the acre and a soil bank guarantee of 9 0 
cents a bushel the norm al working of the soil 
bank program would return in the neighborhood 
of $27 for each set-aside acre.

Day Of Heli Hopping 


People who hold conventions are always en­ 
thusiastic over the causes they represent. 
The 
helicopter people are the latest to qualify. They 
went so far as to settle on San Remo, Italy, for 
their recent international meeting. 
They chose 
the town because it is next to impossible to 
reach it by road in its mountain fastness. The 
delegates arrived in helicopters. 
This is encouraging news to cities everywhere 
whose rem oteness or inaccessibility have rated 
them low on the convention list. They can throw 
up a few more barriers and bt-come ideal spots 
for the future's airborne generations—conven­ 
tion bound. 
But probably the most stirring news from 
the San Remo meeting was reports of the rapid 
development of helicopter transportation. The 
day is not too far off when big city commuting 
and small town inter-community travel will be 
by heli-hopping—completing the final link of air 
travel, the convenient short haul. 
Perhaps it 
will be the best answer to the nation's ever- 
mounting problem of highway safety, and per­ 
haps also a partial answer to the nation's ever 
growing problem of building bigger and better 
and costlier highways. 


A Question Of Who 


In this country’s wistfulness for peace and 
good neighboring it is easy to read reform in the 
denunciations of the late D ictator Stalin as put 
forth by Nikita Khrushchev. In his latest out­ 
burst Khrushchev denounced his predecessor for 
execution of unguilty Communists and he de­ 
plored the cruelty and ruthlessness with which 
anyone of the party was disposed of just because 
Stalin held him suspect or didn’t want him 
around. 
But on closer examination there was little of 
the element of reform in the words of Khrush­ 
chev. He did not disavow terrorism or any 
of 
the cruelties employ ed by Stalin. 
All he said 
was that Stalin used them 
on the wrong people. 
So when it is all added 
up the only distinction 
seems to be a difference of opinion between 
two 
professional liquidators on 
who should be liqui­ 
dated. 
The general practice em erged unscathed. 
The world could hav e been more encouraged if 
the present Russian regim e 
had made a public 
vow to give up terrorism in all its forms. 
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WASHINGTON-pThe Republican 


high command 
has 
been 
doing 
some worried ov erhauling 
of stra­ 
tegy as a result of the President's 
sudden illness. What the outcome 
will be is difficult to say . But it’s 
entirely possible that, regaidless 
of the politicians, General Eisen­ 
hower will carry out his pledge 
to re-examine his health and with­ 
draw from the race before the 
San Francisco convention. 
Also im portant is a move by 
party strategists 
to drop 
Vice- 
President Nixon. Despite the White 
House blessing given Nixon last 
month, some of the top command 
have not been happy about it, still 
feel that the vice presidential can­ 
didate will be almost as impor­ 
tant as the candidate for Presi­ 
dent. 
While it was carefully hushed 
up in the White House, the Presi­ 
dent 
suffered 
another 
attack, 
though not a long one, at 
a stag 
dinner in early M arch, immedi­ 
ately after he announced he would 
run again. 
Attacks of acute indigestion have 
been troubling Mr. Eisenhower for 
some time, dating back to 19 49 
when he had to take three months 
off as a result of inflamation of 
the stomach lining. Another at­ 
tack occurred im mediately after 
he addressed the American Society 
of Newspaper 
Editors 
in April, 
19 53. He was suffering prior to the 
dinner, but managed to get through 
his speech before he was helped 
off the platform to a side room 
where he collapsed in a chair. 
Televised Health Report 


Unfortunately 
the 
public has 
never been given a clear picture 
of the 
President’s 
health. 
The 
carefully presented, televised re­ 


port on his health did not give the 
whole picture, as Dr. Paul Dudley 
White virtually 
admitted 
after­ 
ward in an interview with William 
M cNamara 
of 
t h e 
Providence 
(R I.) Journal. 


On the sam e night that Dr. White 
made his health report in Wash­ 
ington. another distinguished heart 
specialist, Dr. Samuel Levine of 
the H arvard Medical School, pub­ 
licly differed with him by stating: 
“ Nobody can 
accurately 
predict 
the 
life span 
of an individual” 
heart patient. 
When confronted with Dr. Le­ 
vine's statem ent in Boston, Dr. 
White said he agreed that no one 
could predict the life span of 
a 
heart patient. He then pointed out 
something which the news head­ 
lines did 
not carry 
and 
mast 
readers missed—namely, that he 
had qualified his own “ five-to-ten- 
year" prediction for Eisenhower 
by inserting such phrases as “ un­ 
certainties 
of 
the 
f u t u r e , ” 
“ changes,” and “ should.” 
This, Dr. White 
explained to 
New England newsmen, modified 
his prediction and put him in com­ 
plete agreem ent with Dr. Levine 
that you could not predict the life 
span of a heart patient. 
“ We are both optim ists,” he told 
M cNamara 
of 
t h e 
Providence 
Journal, “ and 
we are quite 
in 
agreem ent.” Questioned 
further, 
he added “ complete agreem ent.” 
In other words, Dr. White told 
the world on television, subject to 
some little-noticed phrases, 
that 
the President “ should be able to 
carry on an active life for another 
five to ten years.” But he told 
New England newsmen that no one 
could predict the life span of a 
heart patient.

The public gets 
the impression that it is listening 
to experts. It is true only of the 
first half, for in both instances the 
President's doctors are speaking. 
The pofitieal question raised by 
the President's second major ill­ 
ness is whether a man. 6 3, hav ing 
the same set of arteries which led 
to the heart attack with its long 
conv alescence plus a major opera­ 
tion requiring another fiv e or six 
weeks of rest should run for an­ 
other four y ears in the most de­ 
manding job in the world. 
* ☆ ☆ 
This question has not been prop­ 


erly and widely discussed. The Re­ 
publican political leadership has 
attem pted to convey the idea that 
it was somehow unkind, wholly 
partisan and utterly unnecessary 
even to raise it. 
The President's doctors 
h a v e 
gone even further. They indicate 
now as before that somehow, in 
some way not clear to laymen, 
the 
President is better than he was. 
The fact that the American people 
have not altogether swallowed

Star: As former Lancaster County 
attorney and hav ing serv ed in the 
city legal department, I am, as are 
most citizens, all too well aware 
of the

the 
housing facilities now prov ided at 
the Courthouse and City Hall for 
the public’s serv ice and its em­ 
ploy es. 
Many 
logical 
arguments

been adv anced certify ing to the 
need 
for a new county courthouse 
and 
there is little need to re-hash 
such arguments, but most of them 
are equally applicable to our City 
Hall. These buildings hav e serv ed 
their original purpose and our orig­ 
inal requirements well, but they 
are 
antiquated, 
inadequate 
and 
need replacement. 
While age alone does not neces­ 
sarily warrant or require condem­ 
nation of a building, nev ertheless 
when the 
many 
inadequacies of 
both our county Courthouse and 
City Hall are considered and when 
added to that one considers the 
conv enience of the public and the 
increased efficiency and sav ings 
in administration that are bound to 
result from a city -county build­ 
ing, it is felt that a fav orable v ote 
such planning and proposed future 
program is warranted. 
Consolidation of 
buildings and of

State's June Wheat Estimate Trimmed 
forecast Cut 
To 20 Bushels 


By the Associated Press 


T h e Agriculture Department 


Monday cut Nebraska's 1956 wheat 
outlook to 65,540,000 bushels. 


That compared with the 72,094,- 


000 bushel forecast a month ago 
ercl one of 66,348.000 in April. 


Monday's forecast, 
which 
re- 


flects the condition of the crop as 
01 June 1, was equivalent to a 
yield of 20 bushels an acre—two 
bushels less than a month ago. 


In Lincoln, c r o p experts ex- 


plained that deterioration in the 
crop in eastern and central Ne- 
braska had caused the forecast to 
be trimmed 6Vz million bushels in 
a month. 


"A year ago," State - Federa! 


Crops Statistician Kenneth Logan 
said, "the rain came in the middle 
ol May This year it was the last 
o: May, not in time to do too much 
good." 


Shorter Heads. 


Because of the moisture short- 


age, there are few stalks per grain 
seed, he explained. Heads a r e 
shorter and not as well filled. 


However, he added; "The wheat 


is still good in the Panhandle." 


A year ago Nebraska produced 


more than 78 million bushels of 
wheat and the 1945 through ; 1954 
average was even higher-rnearly 
79'j million bushels. 


Meanwhile, the Agriculture De- 


partment forecast this year's gov- 
ernment - restricted national wheat 
crop at 922,672,000 bushels. 


This is the first estimate for the 


bull crop and compares with 938,- 
15S.OOO produced last year and 1,- 
146,547.000 for the 10-year 1945-54 
average.

Speaker Soys Power Use 
'Most Complex' Problem 


aiait Persons To N U Campus 


How to use power is "the most 


complex and the most insistent" 
problem facing them. University 
of Nebraska graduates were told 
Monday. 


Dr. Harold W. Stoke, dean of 


the Graduate School of Fine Arts 
and Sciences at New York Uni- 
versity, described the problem in 
bis commencement address. 


Gail Katskee of Lincoln, senior 


c l a s s 
representative, 
i n t r o - 


duced the speaker who is a former 
University 
of Nebraska faculty 


member. 


Dr. Stoke said the management 


of power presents so many com- 
plexities that "there are those who 
think that the best way out is for 
us to retrace our steps and de- 
clare a moratorium on experiment 
and discovery. 


"Offending Knowledge" 


"Their theory is that when we 


have forgotten our offending know- 
ledge as to how to build hydrogen 
bcmbs and supersonic planes the 
problem will disappear," he said. 


But he warned there is no sal- 


vation in ignorance. 


"As a nation we now find our- 


selves in possession of unprede- 
dented power" which is being or- 
ganized into the greatest possible 
national strength, Dr. Stoke said. 


"Yet we are discovering 
that 


the creation and the management 
of such national strength is not 
always easy to reconcile with the 
ends we have in view, that it im- 
poses obligations and limitations 
upon us to which we are not ac- 
cujtomed," he said. 


"For example," he said, "mili- 


tary necessity has introduced into 
public life a factor of secrecy 
which runs directly counter to our 
cherished democratic principles." 


He also pointed out that "we are 


baffled as to how * constitution, 
with a Fifth Amendment, can sim- 
ultaneously protect • freedom 
and 


yet not serve as a refuge for con- 
spirators. 


"The problem of managing pow- 


er "With, humane ends . in view is 
cvfc more puzzling to us abroad 
thin it i» at home," Dr. Stoke said. 


"We »re finding out," he said, 


"that power sufficient, from our 
point of view, to protect freedom

NPPS To Use 
City Water; 
Cuts Out Salt 


The City Council has approved 


an agreement with the Nebraska 
Public Power System for furnish- 
ing city water to use in connection 
•with water cooling operations at 
9th and K which have previously 
given off an offensive salt spray. 


NPPS has used salt w a t e r 


pumped from its own wells as 
a cooling agent for its machinery 
iii the K Street plant. Other busi- 
ness concerns in the area have 
complained that a harmful salt 
spray was emitted from the'water 
cooling tower. 


The use of city water will mean 


Ihs elimination of the salt spray. 


\. ater to NPPS will be furnished 


on an interruptable basis at the 
rate of 7's cents per 1,000 gallons. 
20 million gallons per month. 


The standard rate for uninter- 


ruptable service is from 9 to 24 
cents. NPPS has agreed to cut its 
city service with a one-hour notice. 


While the interruptable service 


will mean the use of some salt water 
during the summer, the salt spray 
is not considered as offensive at 
that time since it evaporates into 
the air. It is during the winter 
months that the spray falls in a 
mist from the cooling tower.
